the dosage level for the analgesic compound, wherein 

the glucosamine material is a- or fi- glucosamine or mixtures thereof, N-acetyl 
glucosamine, glucosamine sulfat e, or glucosamine hvdrochloridp nr n P hirm-irn..Hrn||y 
acceptable sa l t thereof, and the weight ratio of glucosamine material to said analgesic 
compound is about 2:1 or more , said ratio being calculated based on glucosamine sulfate as the 
glucosamine material. 

2. (Previously Amended) The dosage form of claim 1, wherein the weight 
ratio of glucosamine material to the analgesic compound is in the range of about 2:1 to 20:1. 

3. (Original) The dosage form of claim 2 wherein the analgesic compound is 

an NSAID. 

4. (Original) The dosage form of claim 3 wherein the analgesic compound is 
a propionic acid analgesic.

14. (Currently Amended) A method to alleviate the symptoms of acute pain j n 
a human patient, which comprises orally administering to the patient a therapeutically effective 
amount of an oral dosage form of claims 1 or 2. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the dosage form is in the form 
of a dosage unit containing from 0.1 to about 800 mg/kg of analgesic and glucosamine 
material. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method to alleviate the symptoms of acute p ain 
according toe f- claim 14, comprising administering orally to a patient an oral dosage form, said 
oral dosage form com prising a therapeutic amount nf an analnecir compound in admixture with 
a glucosamine material, wherein 

the analgesic compound is ibuprofen or ketoprofen, 

the glucosamine material comprises a- or B-glucosamine, N-acetylglucosamine, 
glucosamine sulfate or glucosamine HCI, 

the weight ratio of glucosamine material to analgesic compound is in the range of 
2:1 up to 10:1 said ratio being calculated h*«;pH on glucosamine sulfate as the glucosamine 
material, and wherein , 

at said ratio and dosage level, the analgesic efficacy of said ana l ges i c 
compositiondosage form is enhanced over the analgesic efficacy of the analgesic compound 
alone. 
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
